Funds  are  budgeted  for  thirteen  positions,  including  eight  profes- 
sional and  five  clerical  positions.  This  is  the  same  total  number 
of  positions  and  staff  composition  which  exists  in  the  current  year. 

A request  is  made  to  upgrade  the  Assistant  III  position  to  an 
Assistant  V.  This  request  reflects  a need  to  alleviate  the  tradi- 
tional understaffing  of  the  General  Office  and  the  difficulty  in 
finding  qualified  individuals  to  fill  the  Assistant  III  position. 

The  new  Assistant  V would  provide  financial  and  policy  analysis  with 
regard  to  all  CAO  responsibilities,  with  particular  focus  on  budgeting 
and  financial  planning  for  CAO  departments  and  Special  Projects. 

This  position  would  be  responsible  for  performance  monitoring  of  CAO 
departments,  development  of  recorrmendations  aimed  at  improving 
performance  and  reducing  costs,  coordination  of  EOP  Priority 
Connittee  affairs,  contract  monitoring  for  animal  control  and  low- 
income  housing, and  provision  of  managerial  assistance  to  the 
Convention  Facilities  Department  and  the  Solid  Waste  Program. 

Two  positions,  the  Financial  Manager  and  a Senior  Clerk  Stenographer, 
are  shifted  from  work  order  funding  to  the  General  Fund.  This  shift 
reflects  1)  a refocusing  of  General  Office  objectives  toward  the  ten 
City  departments  for  which  the  CAO  is  responsible  and  2)  a declining 
need  for  staff  assistance  to  Moscone  Center  due  to  the  completion  of 
construction  activities.  Convention  Facilities  Management  Department 
will,  however,  require  continuing  staff  assistance  from  the  CAO 
with  regard  to  the  first  year  of  Moscone  operations.  Also,  the  Solid 
Haste  Program  will  require  increased  CAO  assistance  with  regard  to 
the  phasing  in  of  major  construction  activities.

The  Real  Estate  Department  has  thirty-one  (31) 
Interdepartmental  positions  that  are  funded  by 
Work  Orders  from  various  departments  which 
request  services  of  the  Real  Estate  Department. 
The  Work  Order  Budget  and  the  Work  Order 
Overhead  Budget  must  be  established  under  FAMIS 
at  the  commencement  of  each  Fiscal  Year.  The 
Work  Order  Budget  and  Work  Order  Overhead 
Budget  must  set  up  the  framework  against  which 
Work  Order  operations  and  their  consequent 
charges  can  be  made*  It  is  therefore  only 
possible  to  establish  a theoretical  or  ideal 
framework  which  must  encompass  the  highest 
possibility  of  operation  for  the  year.  Thus, 
provision  must  be  made  for  a full  staff  (All 
Work  Order  positions  filled)  as  well  as  for  all 
expenditures  anticipated  for  the  year.  For 
this  reason,  Work  Order  Budget  and  Work  Order 
Overhead  Budget  cannot  be  separated  into  the 
low,  high  and  maintenance  level.  Funding  by 
City  departments  for  the  Fiscal  Year  cannot  be 
anticipated.  In  addition,  funds  may  be  given 
to  us  by  departments  who  have  not,  in  the  past, 
used  our  services.  If  optimum  Work  Order 
Budget  and  Work  Order  Overhead  Budget  are  not 
established  at  the  outset,  then  an  extremely 
large  number  of  Journal  Entries  would  have  to 
be  constantly  prepared  throughout  the  Fiscal 
Year  to  bring  the  dollar  amounts  of  the 
various  expenditure  items  up  to  the  level  of 
funding  and/or  expenditure  since  the  amount  of 
funds  received  with  which  to  operate,  and 
their  parallel  expenditures  cannot  exceed  the 
amounts  established  initially  in  the  framework 
of  the  Work  Order  and  Work  Order  Overhead 
Budgets .

SIX  YEAR  CAPITAL  EXPENDITURE  PLAN 


The  Six-Year  Capital  Expenditure  Plan  is  comprised  of  Capital  Improvement 
(Cl)  and  Facilities  Maintenance  (FM)  project  requests  for  1982-83  and  a five- 
year  listing  of  future  maintenance  and  improvement  projects  for  all  departments 
and  funds.  The  five-year  listing  is  based  on  the  program  prepared  annually  by 
the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  (CIAC),  The  presentation  is  divided 
into  three  sections: 

Report  780  (contained  in  the  Budget  Summary)  ranks  all  requests  according 
to  CIAC  priority  by  fund  group  and  fund.  The  priority  number  indicates  the 
year  funding  is  being  proposed  for  a project.  This  priority  numbering 
services  is  as  follows: 

Priority  100:  A project  proposed  for  1982-83.  Specific  Numeric 

Priorities,  as  recommended  by  the  CIAC,  are  assigned  to  each  project 
in  the  1982-83  budget.  A project  with  a priority  number  of  "199"  is 
recommended  for  deferral  by  the  CIAC.

ExDlanations  provide  a full  project  description  of  each  of  the  projected 
requests  i~the  Capital  Budget,  1982-83,  in  the  same  order  as  Report  782. 

The  recommended  project  priorities  are  submitted  by  the  Capital  Inprovement 
Advisory  Committee  pursuant  to  Administrative  Code  Section  3.07.  For  the 
General  Fund,  projects  are  generally  rated  by  the  following  priority 
categories: 

1.  Annual  maintenance  of  buildings  and  structures; 

2.  Correction  of  significant  building  or  structural  deficiencies; 

3.  Resolution  of  health,  safety  or  security  problems; 

4.  Preservation  of  buildings  or  structures;  and 

5.  Inprovement  of  a departmental  function  or  operation. 

Priority  assignments  for  Special  Fund  projects  generally  follow  the 
recommendations  of  the  responsible  department,  assuming  that  sufficient  funds 
are  available  for  the  projects  being  requested. 

The  submission  of  the  six-year  capital  irrprovement  program  for  1982-83  throu^ 
1987-88  is  in  fulfillment  of  Section  6.202  of  the  Charter  which  requires  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  to  submit  an  annual  program  report  on  capital 
improvement  projects  for  the  budget  year  and  the  five  succeeding  years.  All 
projects  included  in  the  six-year  program  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Department 
of  City  Planning  and  are  in  conformity  with  the  Master  Plan.
